Whoever goes to Juan Fernandez tinds 
himself enthusi astically welcomed by every 
soul on the island, and receives as many 
pressing invitations to lunch, to dine and to 
stop over until some other boat comes along 
as there are homes on the island; and if he 
has been so thoughtful as to bring a few old 
books or newspapers he has earned the 
lasting gratitude of the people. Besides car- 
ing for their flocks the settlers raise fruits 
and vegetables to sell to passing vessels. 
Zhe soil is wonderfully productive, expecial- 
lyin the northern valleys, where decayer 
vegetable matter and rich deposits of burn- 
ed earth have washed down from the moun- 
tains. (rrass and oats spring up spontane ously 
in the open spaces and vegetables of all 
kinds grow abundantly wherever the seeds 
arescattered. Wild grape vines and fig trees 
bearing excellent fruit flourish on the slopes, 
and there are many natural orchards grown 
from seeds planted a century ago by Selkirk 
and other mariners, Besides peac res, aT ri- 
cots, pears, quinces and other Comicanas 
te temperate climates, the chuta is every- 
where—ae species of palm which produces a 
delicious berry —and amenyg an endless vari- 
ety ot indigenous trees are pimento (pepper), 
sandal, cork wood and myrtle. 
lt appears that Lord Anson, an English- 
man, has done more tor the settlement an 
cultivation of this island than the govern- 
ment that owns it He stopped here first 
by chance, in the year 1741, for the purpose 
tf recruiting his ships after a succession of 
(lisasters in their passage around Cape Horn. 
The loss and danger he had experienced led 
him to establish a sort of a recruiting 
station on Juan Fernandez for his own and 
other disabled ships. He devoted months 
for the production here of such fruits and 
vegetables as eailora crave and caused 
quantities of seeds to be scattere: 
the island, so that future yoyagers might 
finda vanety of refreshment, He also left 
ashore a good m any domestic animals that 
they might become numerous, for the bene- 
tit of vessels in distress fur provisions, cast-

Dogs 
of war, it appears, were well known to the 
oo nations of ancient times. The Greeks, 
omans, Jews and Gentiles made use of the 
fearless, intelligent animals, whose value is | 
now once again to be put to the test. The} 
Greeks had dogs in every one of their fort- 
resses, and FE. Blaze, one of M. Meanier’s 
authorities, tells a good story of an outpost 
that was occupied by strong watch-dogs 
| only. Opposite Corinth, facing the sea,! 
| such an outpost was situated, guarded by 
| fifty dogs. One night theenemy began to, 
;disembark. The garrison was drunk 
| and the dogs had to kaep back the aggress- 
jors. They fought like lions, and forty-nine | 
of them were killed. The only survivor, 
| Soter, rushed away in great haste, gave the 
| alarm in the camp and theenemy was driven 
|back. The Komans, as every one knows, 
| were less fortunate on a similar occasion, 


| Where the geese performed the task of the 
| dogs in calling the attention of the soldiers 
| to the Gauls scaling the walls of the Capitol 
| while the dogs were fast asleep. Asa 
| punishment for the unfaithful servants a
